The ScnatcuWariContriicts sub-committee, headed by 
Sen. James E. Murray, has prepared legislation which, in 
Senator Murray's words,' ii !'a bill to guarantee full em- 
ployment." It is important that all Americans know now 
the full implications of theMurray bill, and vigorous dis- 
cussion of ils aims and procedures are called for both in 
Congress and out, if we are to have peacetime prosper- 
ity. 

Both right and left-wing economists agree that a high 
degree of pro.-jpority cannot be achieved in the country 
without a higii rale of production. They also agree that 
the problem now facing us is not one of learning how 
to produce but, rather, of seeing to it that there is suf- 
ficient consumption— for without sufficient consumption, 
the things we make will gather dust and rot in ware- 
houses. 

This, then, is the key to postwar prosperity— maintain-, 
ing a higli rate of production by stimulating a high rate 
of consumption. 

Right now we have the greatest productive capacity in 
all history. Some of it was fjuilt for war and will have to 
be rebuilt for peace. That can and will be done— in the 
shortest po.ssil)Io space of time. 

In rebuilding it, however, steps must somoliow.be 
taken to make sure wc shall be able to buy the things 
our farms and our factories produce. 

Some people feel that this can be done through gov- 
ernment spending— and the fact is, that it can he, tem- 
porarily. The trouble is lliut such spending would only 
lead us furllier into debt— at a time when furtlier debt 
would pul the most severe strain on our economy. 

Such spending can only be accomplished through fur- 
ther borrowing and borrowed money has to be paid 
back through Inxe.s— taxes that eventually would cat into 
every pay envelope and so actually reduce purchasing 
power. As President Uoosovelt has said, "Taxes arc paid 
in the sweat ot eveiyone who labors." 

Obviously, therefore, it must be done on a more prac- 
tical basi.s— and can be done on a basis of far-sighted 
business policy. 

It can be done liy using our productive capacity to pro- 
vide us with more for our money in the things we buy, 
so that wc can buy more— and so create more jobs and 
more earnings for all. 

Under such a policy,; cbutinuing prosperity and a con- 



stantly increasing standard of living can be achieved 
and maintained for. everyone In our economy.

According to the' National Grocers BuUetin, regula- 
tions governing the food trade now fill 7,800 pages, of 
about 2,000 words each. It would take about six months 
to just read those regulation, and it is doubtful if any 
two district OPA offices would construe them the same.; 

Washington, D. C, has been apUy referred to as thej 
court house of the nation, as well as the capital. Com-| 
menting on this, the Missoqla, Montana, Times says; "All j 
violations of countless regulations . . . reach an ultimate 
goal for settlement in Washington, D. C, where some 
unknown clerk scratches off a verdict. Recently a. firm 
that was found guilty of several thousand OPA violations 
spent $25,000 to take the. case to the United States Su- 
preme Court. That body dismissed the case on tlic 
grounds that the ruling and regulation were so mult- 
itudinous that no business could be expected to comply 
with them all. 

"However, no business man should take this as per- 
mission to violate OPA regulations— unless he has a 
surplus of $25,000 to defend himself in the United States 
Supreme Court." 

It is for such reasons as these, and not because of op- 
position to the principle of rationing, that public demand 
is insistent that OPA practices be revised so they will 
operate along constitutional lines and provide the right 
of court appeal from its arbitrary edicts; that it bo made 
to accommodate, instead of destroy historic and tra- 
ditional methods of doing business; that the so-called

Hoover Praises Work of Law 

Enforcement Agencies in 

Trapping Fugitives. 







WASHINGTON. — Down a Texas 
highway hiked two contrastinf; fig- 
ures., One was, over 6 feet tall and 
■of sturdy frame; the other- short, 
broad - shouldered, big tuminied. 
They wore khaki shirts and shorts. 

Thumbs raised in hitch-hiker sa- 
lute, they hailed a truck and climbed 
to the seat beside the driver. 

"Where you heading?" asked the 
driver. 

'•We're Boy Scouts," was the re- 
ply, '.'going to an international con- 
vention in Mexico." 

The driver," suspicious of the 
men's accent and the hairy muscled- 
Imotted legs extending from the 
shorts, halted at the nearest town, 
turned over the brawny "scouts" to 
the authorities — two more escaped 
tSerman prisoners of war recap- 
tured through civilian alertness. 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
says the nation's citizens and law 
enforcement agencies are perform- 
ing a hangup G-man job in nabbing 
ftigitive P. O. Ws. 

Thank to this civilian alertness 
«nd local law enforcement officer 
cooperation, only about a dozen of 
nearly 550 escaped axis soldiers and 
sailors are still at large. Not one 
of the missing ones, as far as is 
Toiown, has succeeded in returning 
-to his homeland. 

Somo Other Examples. 

Military authorities ■ are charged 
"With the -responsibility of keep- 
ing prisoners of war . in detention. 
The recapture of escaped prisoners, 
however, is the job of the FBI. 

Here are a few additional ex- 
:amples of civilian participation in 
-captures which the nation's FBI 
chief selected from his files: 

Two Illinois truckers saw through 
« prisoner's attempted disguise and 
•offered hinri a lift. They drove 
«lqwly toward Chicago, making 
jwveral stops to telephone state po- 
lice. At Addison, 111,, the helper tele- 
phoned the sheriff at Wheaton and, 
to be on the safe side, borrowed 
41 shotgun. 

Returning to the truck he saw the 
prisoner, suspicious of what the 
-truckers were Up to,- running away. 
"When the prisoner disregarded yells 
•to halt, the trucker took aim, let go 
-with a load of No; 6 shot and pep- 
pered the fleeing Nazi with 33 pel- 
lets. The prisoner was recaptured 
and removed to a hospital. He's re- 
■oovering — face down. 

In Mississippi an escaped war 
prisoner got a ride on a truck be- 
longing to two Mount Olive, Miss., 
natives. Distrustful of the man's ac- 
cent, they drove up to the headquar-' 
ters of the town marshal at Mount 
Olive, forcibly delivered their Nazi 
corporal. 

Hungry Escapee Gives Up. 

Not all escapees have had to be 
Tetaken with force, however. One 
prisoner who fled from a Staton 
Island, N. Y., camp was back in the 
■camp's chow line a little more than 
.a day later. A hearty eater, he said 
he couldn't stand the hunger which 
accompanied his freedom and so he 
sneaked back the way he had 
^neaked out. 

In Arkansas an escapee, after 24 
hours' freedom, asked a farmer to 
drive him back to camp. Tie said 
he had intended making his way to 
IWexico but that after spending a 
•day in the woods, harassed by mos- 
quitos, he decided Hitler could get 
along without him. , 

Language difficulties frequently 
have figured in apprehensions, in 
one case causing a frustrated Ger- 
man to give himself up in disgust. 
The prisoner escaped from a camp 
'in the state of Washington, four days 
later entered a Rainier, Ore., cafe 
and ordered a cup of coffee. 
After trying for some time to make 
himself understood in his feeble 
English, he reached for a paper nap- 
kin and pencil and wrote: "I am 
an escaped German war prisoner."

Rescued Americans Tell of 

Behig Starved, Beaten 

By Cruel Captors, 



GENERAL MacARTHUR'S HDQ., 
LEYTE, PHILIPPINES. — How 83 
American oITlcers and men who 
had been Japanese prisoners of war 
in the Philippines for two and a half 
years were rescued was revealed 
recently. 

The men escaped from an Amer- 
ican - torpedoed Japanese trans- 
port, evaded their captors' guns 
which were turned on the trapped 
prisoners, and were hidden by Fili- 
pino euorrillaa until removed from 
the islands several weeks ago. 

Two voluntarily remained behind 
with the guerrillas and the remain- 
der are safe in New Guinea liospi- 
tals. Those still in the islands are 
Lieut. Richard L. Cook of Los An- 
geles and Stall S^t. Joseph Cole, 
Plateau, Ala. 

"All of the men are in good con- 
dition, except five recovering from 
bullet and grenade wounds," the an- 
nouncement said. "None is' listed as 
serious." 

Forced to Labor. 

The Americans had been held in 
the Davno, Mindanao, penal colony 
since the fall of Botaan and Corre- 
gidor. They were forced to labor on 
on air field, against their protests 
and with InsufTicienl food and cloth- 

Ing. 

When American planes started 
assaults on the southern Philir> 
pines, the Japanese began moving 
their prisoners to outer camps, evi- 
dently onticipnting invasion. 

The survivors were lightly 
packed in the hold of one ship in 
such a convoy when it was attacked 
by an American submarine. Their 
trnnsporl and at least two otlier 
enemy ships were sunk. 

**Tho Japanese guards deliberate- 
ly fired on tlie Americans trapped 
In the holds and seeking to escape 
from the sinking ship," the an- 
nouncement said. 

"Others were hunted down and 
killed in the water as they sought 
to swim for shore, two miles dis- 
tant. Some were picked up by 
enemy patrol boats and at least 30 
were later brutally executed. 

"After escaping such savagery 
and hours of hard.ship, 83 of the 
American officers and men made 
shore and were cared for by Fili- 
pino guerrillas until picked up and 
taken south by submarines and 
planes." 

Packed Tight In Hold 

All the survivors told vii(ii:ilK 
the same story of their ordeol. 
Lieut. John J. Morris of Springfield. 
Ohio, acted as their spokesman. He 
said Uie men taken from Mindanao 
were marched to a ves.sel in Davao 
bay August 20. They were hemmed 
tn by ropes, tied to the outside men 
iji the group, and guarded by ene- 
my soldiers with machine guns and 
automatic rifles. 

They were packed so tightly in 
ships' holds that they could hardly 
sit down. 

They traveled for Ifl days in this 
close conflncment, with insulTlcienl 
food and less than a cup of water 
daily. All but the strongest were ex- 
hausted. 

While working on the Mindanao 
air field, the men were housed in 
fbur small barracks. They received 
POO grams of rice per man daily ol 
flrpt, but this was reduced to 300 
grams plus o few vegetables. Lim 
Ited amounts of ealt were provided 
despite their work In the gruellne 
Bun, and. on jnnny days thry re- 
ceived no salt. 

Guards oflcn beat the laborurs 
with clubs to force more work. 
Later, olleging nn escape allempl 
hod been frustrated, the Japanese 
confiscated the prisoners' slioes, in- 
• eluding those doing pick and shovel 
work,

Mercury Dust 

A mere 10 cents* worth of organic' 
roercury dust can protect seeds 
against many seedling diseases 
w^iich attack vegetables of the small 
seeded variety such as lettuce, car- 
rots, beets and onions. As much of 
the dust as will cling to the end of a 
toothpick will do the job if shaken 
vigorously into the packet of seed 
before planting. 

Cook Immediately 

Vegetables that have begun to 
thaw must be cooked at once and 
never be refrozen. Frozen vegeta- 
ble cartons can be stored in the 
frocEing unit of a mechanical re- 
frigerator for several days, but you 
must be sure vegetables do not par- 
tially thaw. If this happens, the 
food should be cooked at once.
